7. Claims 3, 7-8, 12-14, 16-17, and 21-26 are considered allowable since prior art 
made of record and considered pertinent to the applicant's disclosure does not teach or 
suggest the claimed limitations having in combination with other features including the 
interconnection of a first and a second NAND gates coupled a first and second read bit 
lines, respectively and also to a first and a second global bit lines respectively and a 
third NAND gate having a first input coupled to the first global bit line and a second input 
coupled to the second global bit line. 

Prior art made of record and considered pertinent to the applicant's disclosure 
also does not teach or suggest the claimed limitations having in combination with other 
features including the interconnection of a first and a second local read bit lines with 
respective to the first and second global bit line to a first and second logic gates; and an 
inverter circuit coupled to the first global bit line; and a third transistor coupled to the 
inverter circuit and the second global bit line. 

Prior art made of record and considered pertinent to the applicant's disclosure 
also does not teach or suggest the claimed limitations having in combination with other 
method steps including the method of transmitting the signal indicative of the first bit 
from the first global bit line to the second global bit line through a repeater circuit.
